Problems Of Jewish Students

Address At People's 
Forum 

DISTINGUISHED VISITOR 

Russia And Italy Can Offer 
Good Suggestions For 
Meeting Problems 

Fascist Italy and Communist Russia 
can offer us valuable suggestions and 
lessons, but their dictatorship form of 
government can never be a serious 
rival to the capitalistic democracies of 
the world. This was the underlying 
thought in an address given by Sir 
Frederick Whyte at the People's Forum 
yesterday afternoon. His topic was "A 
Challenge to Democracy." 

"There Is nothing more evident than 
the doubts and uncertainties besetting 
thoughtful people as to the future," 
said the speaker. There is a feeling 
of scepticism everywhere about gov- 
ernment and society as a whole, Es- 
pecially are we apt to be disillusioned 
about that dream and goal for which 
Idealists have, struggled— democracy. 
The reasons for this change are many. 
Personal Rule 

"The early forms }n human history 
were based upon personal rule, with 
some form of divine sanction— like 'the 
divine right of kings.' " But it took 
a long time before even the earliest 



signs of democracy appeared, with the 

- ■ 

ancient Greek City State. It was a 
definitely limited form, confined with- 
in a small area and comprising only 
a small number of people, generally 
about ten thousand. It did' not ex- 
tend nationally. 

We can see the next signs of demo- 
cratic .government in the Commons of 
England, but it has been extended over 
a far greater area than before, owing 
to : the fact that representatives were 
elected, instead of all the people meet- 
ing together. The next contribution 
to democratic government was made 
by the forefathers in America when 
they drew, up the Federal form of 
government, extending it to a greater 
area than even before, all over the 
continent. 

Bismarck's Influence 

Thomas Jefferson, one of the most 
important persons in American history, 
had said that there were certain truths 
that were self-evident, and .that If 
we followed these democracy HAD to 
come. But political development in 
Europe of the nineteenth century chal- 
lenged this view. Bismarck rejected 
completely the principle of democracy; 
he accepted instead that of autocracy 
and so aided the establishment of the 
Hohenzollern dynasty in Germany.. 

It was this principle expounded by 
the founder of the German Reich 
which was a great factor leading to 
the World War, though there were 
others, too. 

Russia and Italy 

Russia has an important lesson to 
offer us. It Is the first' Instance of 
national planning as a solution of na- 
tional problems. And it is being adopt- 
ed in some form or other in most in- 
dustrial countries. But the system of 
communism can never suit English 
people. It is based on a suppression 
of individual and political liberty, and 
therefore completely in antipathy to 
the nature of Englishmen. , 

Fascism in Italy rules "by complete 
suppression of individual, personal, 
liberty, supplanted by a doctrine of 
political orthodoxy.", Still, it may be 
but a period of tutelage before going on 
to individual liberty and responsibility. 
What lesson can Mussolini's policy of- 
fer us? It shows us that it is possible 
to adapt democracy in such a way as 
to deal with economic problems, and 
possessing the approval of the public

No one today can tell fully what is 
the goal of Nazi Germany, what it is 
seeking. There is no doubt, however, 
that one of its manifestations is a 
yearning for some form of discipline, a 
yearning thaat is almost mystical;. It 
has always been with the Germans. 

What is the significance of the 
movement in the United States, which 
has culminated in the granting of so 
much power to the pr&ident7 "The 
U. 3. N. R. A. is the symbol of the 
American man on a higher plane." 
Remain Same 
The speaker ended the address by 
saying that democracy in the Anglo- 
Saxon countries may adapt itself in 
form, but it will always remain In its 
essence- owing to the character of the 
people "Democracy does not today 
consist of the sentimentalities of old 
times when leaders were fighting for 
liberty." It has a far higher mission, 
that, of bringing society -to a better 
level than ever before. ,

Tireless Work Of 
Dr. Harrington In 
Chemistry Recalled 

Professor Evans Describes 
Precursor In Graduates' 
Broadcast 



WAS NO TED LE CTURER 

Two University Departments 
Owe Présent Position 

To Him * 

Work of the late Dr. Harrington was 
the subject of a Graduates Society 
Broadcast by Prof N. N. Evans of the 
Department of Ohemistry over Station 
CKAC on Friday night. Dr. Harring- 
ton was first appointed lecturer in 
Assaying, Mining and Chemistry at 
McGlll In 1871, when the Medical 
School 'was almost completely inde- 
pendent of the rest of the university 
and the Faculty of Engineering was 
but a part of the Faculty of Arts. 

For years, as Dr. Evans pointed out 
he taught, single handed, all the chem- 
istry, mineralogy, metallurgy, and pet- 
rography—departments of science , and 
technology which are now conducted 
by over thirty instructors of different 
grades. Many an evening.. found .him 
working in the laboratory, cobblmg 
damaged appliances, improvising need- 
ed apparatus, setting up experiments 
for lectures, and In many ways stretch- 
ing the meagre equipment to meet the 
needs of his classes. 

Wrote Biography 

For such research as he found time 
to carry out,' he was obliged to pro- 
vide much of what was neeeasary at 
his own expense. He also found time 
to write a biography of Sir William 
Logan, the first Director of . the Geo- 
logical Survey of Canada— a most re- 
markable man, and. one who accom- 
plished great -things for this country. 

Like others in similar positions, Dr. 
Harrington received many invitations 
to lecture outside "-the ÛrJversi^',"amî 
his efforts in that direction were most 
acceptable. He had a, pleasing manner, 
and never allowed his learning to run 
away with his . judgment, but always 
spoke so as to be understood and en- 
joyed by all. 

Of his more intimate characteristics 
his kindliness and his. ready wit, it Is 
not easy to speak. His outward ap- 
pearance ha3 fortunately been pre- 
served in the form of an excellent por-

The Hon. Joseph Dillon, K.C., M.L.A. 
was the guest speaker, at the Newman 
Club meeting which followed the cele- 
bration of mass in the Lady's Chapel 
of St. Patrick's Church. The subject 
of his address was "The Rouyn Trial 
of Joan of Arc." 

The trial of Joan of Arc is linked 
up with the conditions of France at 
that period. The country had not yet- 
been united, the French pretender was 
under the rcgentcy of King Henry II 
of England who had no intentions of 
ever allowing the young king to reign 
Naturally enough the French rallied 
to the support of the French king, 
but unfortunately not all supported 
him. The country divided itself, the 
south supporting the French King, the 
King of Burgundy supporting the Eng- 
lish, and the people around Paris in- 
different but favouring the English. 

Joan's Entrance 

The turning point- of -the war was 
the entrance of Joan of Arc. At first 
the Maid of Orleans was treated Just 
as any other woman would have been 
who proposed going to war.. The 
French, however, were quick to change 
their decision, for the young maiden 
accurately predicted an English vic- 
tory over the French armies at the 
Battle of Herrings. 

The French King did not delay, in 
recognizing Joan of Arc's ability as, an 
army leader and she was given com- 
mand of ft large body of troops. She 
stirred the peasants to resist the Eng- 
lish instead of- supporting them. Her 
constant attacks on small bodies of 
English troops proved very detrimental 
.to..the...mQrala of the.iongrbow.mcn. ■ 

Opportunity Arrived 

At last her opportunity came and at 
the Battle of Orleans she won a decis- 
ive victory over the English troops All 
loyalists of Fiance followed her and 
had confidence là future victories, but 
she was betrayed and handed over into 
the hands of the English. 

The day arrived . arid the famous 
"Rouyn Trial of Joan of Arc" was held. 
The charges were far from Just and 
the chief accusation was the fact that 
she was a, witch. The Judges con- 
demned her to a lingering death, With- 
out any time being wasted she was 
brought to the market-place and burnt 
at the stake. That was the end of 
Joan of Arc whose memory is honoured 
annually in France.

Montreal Orchestra 

IJOBERT SCHMITZ was welcomed to the concert 
ix. of the Montreal Orchestra yesterday afternoon 
as an old friend. His first performance on a similar 
occasion last year still lingered in the memories of 
a good many of the' audience; these people recalled 
the easy grace of the artist, and ' his unhesitating 
manner .of playing, they were treated to. a 'like 
demonstration, which if it lacked the quantity of 
the former occasion, certainly possessed .all of its; 
good qualities. 

! The Mozart Concerto in D .minor is not a com- 
position that will display a pianist's powers too 
obviously. With the exception of the cadenza pas- 
sages, the orchestration is divided less in favor of 
the solo instrument than one would expect. The 
performance was. a good one, though the orchestra's 
tone_ was rather harsh in the : flrst movement.- 
Schmitz played throughout with careful full-bodied 
notes whose musical values were tinged as much by 
the performer as by the composer. 

The whole of the program being, In a compara- 
tively -light mood, Beethoven's 8tli Symphony fitted 
in admirably. Gay, and as pleasant as a. spring day, 
the music is delightfully entertaining, and needs but 
a simple direct performance. The Orchestra over- 
came .much of the weighty influence of its more 
usual symphonic diet, and while the opening move- 
ment was played rather thickly, the third and fourth 
movements were characterized : throughout by very, 
commendable lightness and delicacy. The clock- 
work of ,the Allegretto Schcrzando movement was 
carefully preserved. 

Three modern English composers comploted the i 
roster or the .program. The richly musical "Walk • 
to the, Paradise Garden" by Delius found :.the or- 
chestra at its beat of*the afternoon. .Peter WârlockV 
^Capriol Suite for String Orchestra was written in 
a mere traditional manner, and offered some very 
choice moments, particularly the. pizzicatto. of the.

We propose within the 
next few months to explore every pos- 
sible avenue of improvement or better- 
ment. We intend to have a definite 
P obj3Ctlve and that objective is to 
i strengthen the institution In all its ac- 
tivities with the underlying purpose 
that It may add to Its prestige In that 
field to which it and its personnel are 
dodlcatsd as an institution of higher 
learning For obvious reasons, we can- 
tat follow in exact measuro the work 
o- other universities in Canada. Mo 
GUI has for many years occupied a 
position Which is unique but which 
y give* to it a freedom In planning its 
ciet not enjoyed to the same "ex- 
tent by other institutions. It has re- 
l eelved a very limited amount of State 
— ■ It has grown through the use of 
Its endowment and the assistance It 
. has received from its graduates and Its 
Irlrnds. It is free to follow the edu> 
• , catlonal methods which most com- 
iiend themselves to its Governors and 
ie members of its faculties, and we 
^rapose to move forward conservative- 
ly but definitely to the fulfilment of 
an ideal for the University which 
'means, we think, that it will become 
. an Instrument of higher education un- 
surpassed in this Dominion (applause). 

i a natural ambition for those who 
__ ve the Interests of the University at 
heart that McGlll, with its splendid 
traditions and exceptional advantages, 
.should become a great post-graduate 
University; that It should make its 
Contribution to lilgtter education by 
:velopinfc and sending out Into the

In their convic- 
tion- that schooling and education are 
! necessarily synonymous; this 
brings them closer to the educational 
: standards of Western Europe and Brit- 
ain -vhere length of time and experi- 
ence have matured educational methods 
and policy. It Indicates also' that In 
. e past that most laudable desire of 
; our Slew World democracies to give 
everybody an opportunity, to become 
educated needs to be tempered by re- 
cognition of the fact that all types of 
''humanity cannot o? educated unless 
• discrimination is exercised as to dif- 
i 'ierences in native gifts, aims in life, 
background outlook and numerous 
other circumstances. Of course, dls- 
'crlnunaiior itself -s nothing else than 
.selectlveness. Again it reveals a gen- 
/ oral -ecognltlon. much belated, to be 
sure, yet quite understandable In a 
population of pioneers, that a univer- 
■ :'. sity i» really a place of higher learn- 
ing <-<nd should be reserved for those 
who, are sincerely desirous and capable 
of surrendering themselves to It and 
♦othe Influençai it radiates. 



"In this philosophy 'of higher edu- 
cation here given in a nut-shèll one 
will find one or tne reasons for the in- 
creasing insistence upon the require- 
ment of Cppe? Sohool, or Honor Ma- 
triculation, admission to the univer- 
sities of Ontario. In It one can fore- 
see the time coming very soon when 
the universities as such will be open 
only to those who are adjudged to be 
qualified for a university education 
proper, and when a different type of 
provision will be made for those young 
people who desire and merit a kind 
of education that Is higher in the 
sense. of being higher than secondary 
education, but which cannot truth- 
fully be said to belong to the higher 
learning. When th's time comes two 
important results will have been 
achieved: 



J the quality of university 
teaching will have ' been raised, and 
the total cost of operating all the uni- 
versities of the country taken to- 
gether will have been lowered." That 
Is the end of the quotation from the 
report of Dr. Sherwood Fox. 
; We are all conscious of the fact that 
In the last four years great changes 
have come over the mental attitude of 
our people whether In or outside col- 
lege halls. Those who have graduated 
from universities In Canada since 1929 
have been ' compelled to meet condi- 
tions which the earlier graduates were 
not required to meet.. They were sub- 
jected to the keen disappointment 
which every young man must feel In 
hot belhg : able" to get readily started 
in a profession or in commerce. The 
Inevitable result of these, discourage- 
ments has been to occasion In them as 
well as in others, who felt the paralyz- 
ing Influences of the depression, a 
feeling that In some fundamentals our 
system is inadequate, that changes 
would lead to betterment, and with the 
restless 'activity-' 'arid » impressionable- 
ness of youth they; struggle to find a 
formula which If made effective would 
make this world a happier place to 
live in, affording more assurance of 
prosperity and contentment. We of 
another generation are prone to be- 
little the problems ot the young while 
there may be good grounds to assert 
that some of the solutions clutched at 
by those : of 'immature years , and lack 
of experience, are unsound, there rests 
upon all of us the duty of understand- 
ing and of constructive help. There 
are none of us who do not believe in 
the honesty of purpose and the relia- 
bility of the vast majority of young 
Canadians. We are not a boastful 
people, but we have every, reason to 
have faith in the self-reliance and 
stability of the ; generations which are 
coming into a period of influence and 
service. I have talked to many of our 
younger men who were accused of hav- 
ing radical views, 'in reality they are 
not radicals to the point of destruc- 
tive :^icalism:~-That they are appre- 
hensive and uncertain is'»perhaps un- 
doubted; that they lack experience in 
human relations is also undoubted; 
but that they are nothing less than 
fine human material, healthy-minded 
and sincere, is in the majority , of cases 
unquestionable. Had we to face the 

difficult problems of starting our pro-

fesslonal or business lives in the gloom 

of the worst depression this world: has; 
ever known; we would probably think 
-very much as they do. That many are 
well educated, having as well not only 
the qualities of leadership but an 
overwhelming ambition to do useful 
service, we must admit, and it Is our 
responsibility to see that the oppor- 
tunity to become helpful and happy 
citizens Is afforded them. 

Up till four years ago, this country 
was, not improperly, called the land 
of opportunity. We believe that op- 
portunity has only been temporarily 
arrested and that we will gradually 
struggle back to a condition of rea- 
sonable prosperity even though our 
progress up to now has been slow and 
painful. 

One of the questions which has 
arisen," and the difference of opinion 
in respect of it is probably explained 
by the /difference In the generations 
of those who discuss it, Is the extent 
of the freedom with which our college 
men, members of the faculties of uni- 
versities should and can discuss social, 
economic and political questions' on the 
public platform. The right of free 
speech has been one for' which the 
Anglo-Saxon' countries are noted, and 



I know of no attempt in Canada to 
improperly restrlot It, having regard 
to certain provisions of the laws of 
this country. All of us who are pri- 
vate citizens know that we have the 
right to express our opinions in and 
out of meeting as vigorously as we 
please, and the college prof essor should 
have no restrictions placed upon, him 
with In the limits of honest represen- 
tation, loyalty and good taste (ap- 
plause) ' There ' Is à difference, of 
course, In principle between a mem- 
ber of a- university staff discussing 
public questions and the member of 
a private organization who indulges 
in propaganda designed to Injure the 
corporation with which he is' associ- 
ated and which retains ; him to ad- 
vance its interests. We have developed 
under the. English system institutional 
loyalty to a fairly high degree. We 
: belîêve' that à man should either help 
the team on which he plays or not be 
on it at «II.
